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AN INDEPENDENT review of 
Manston airport’s night noise 
assessment has found proposed 
levels of night-time flying to be 
unacceptably high. 

Thanet council commissioned an independ¬ 
ent review of the assessment included with 
Manston airport’s application for scheduled 
night-flying to clarify the number of expected 
flights 

Public consultation on the plans, which were 
received in September, was postponed until 
the results were announced. 

The original noise assessment, carried out 
by Bickerdike Allen Partners, suggested an 
annual noise quota limit of 1,995 by 1,081 
flights between 11.30pm and 6am. 

It proposed a sound-insulation scheme for 
houses exposed to more than 57dB of average 
night-time noise to mitigate the impacts on 
residents in the surrounding area. 

The review, by independent specialist 
Bureau Veritas, stated that the predicted 
number of people likely to be exposed to 
significant levels of average night-time noise 
is not sufficiently justified by the number of 
passengers that are forecast to benefit from 
the proposals. 

The report said: “Significant numbers of 
people living in the vicinity of Manston air¬ 
port are likely to experience noise impact 
due to forecast operations in 2018. The pro¬ 
posed quota count of 1,995 is too high to 
offer adequate protection.” 

Bureau Veritas recommended a limit of just

Arlington plans 
bring landmark 
'into the fold' 


DETAILED plans for the 
renovation of the Arlington 
complex in Margate are to 
be put to Thanet council 
before Christmas. 

The application, by developers 
Freshwater, proposes a 50,000 sq ft 
Tesco store on the derelict car park 
at the southern end of the site, as 
well as extensive work to the 
Arlington House tower block. 

As well as staining the building 
back to its original off-white colour, 
installing a cap and cleaning cradle 
on the roof, introducing exterior 
lighting and fitting tinted double 
glazed windows to hide the protest 
signs, the plans involve extensive 
work to the interior, including new 
lifts, refurbishing communal corri¬ 
dors and remodelling the entrance 
and atrium. 

However, original consultations in 
March had suggested the full cost of 
the work on the high-rise would be 
paid by residents, up to £20,000 per 
flat. Since then Freshwater has 
agreed to pay for the windows, 
reducing costs per flat to between 
£6,500 and £8,500, depending on 
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the size of the apartment. 

Freshwater is also offering a loan 
with the option to defer payments 
until the flat is sold. 

The 85 parking spaces, which are 
currently free, would be replaced by 
64 secure spaces, allocated on a first 
come first served basis, for an annu¬ 
al fee of £300. 

Arlington House has 140 flats, but 
developers believe only 45 to 50 of 
the parking spaces are used. 

A spokesman for Arlington House 
Residents’ Association confirmed 
residents had yet to meet to discuss 
the proposals. 

Supermarket giant Tesco are con¬ 
tractually committed to the store if 
planning permission is granted and 
could open by 2012, creating 300 
jobs. 

A Freshwater spokesman said: 
“The application represents an 
opportunity to bring the town’s 
main landmark into the fold. 

“The area will be transformed 
and the regeneration will bring real 
benefits for residents and the wider 
community.” 


Noisy night flights

under 1,570 to bring Manston in line 
with other regional airports. 

Additionally, it recommended re¬ 
stricting the number of actual flights 
and including limits on the shoulder 
periods between 11pm and 11.30pm 
and between 6am and 7am which had 
been left unregulated by the original 
plans. The report found an estimated 
30,903 people would experience 85 
decibels of noise if a Boeing 747-400 
flew overhead and recommended 
extending insulation to the bedrooms 
of any of the affected buildings. 

The report stated that only insulat¬ 
ing those houses experiencing 57 
decibels of average noise was too lim¬ 
ited and not consistent with other 
airports. They recommended an aver¬ 
age of 48 decibels, which would bring 
13,443 people within the boundaries. 

The review found the original plans 
to contain a number of errors and to 
have omitted key sources of inform¬ 
ation, including recommendations 
from the World Health Organisation. 

Charles Buchanan, Manston air¬ 
port chief executive, said: ‘We will 
review the recommendations in detail 
before we consider whether this 
requires an amended proposal or fur¬ 
ther information on the same plans.” 

Thanet council will review the 
information at the next airport work¬ 
ing party meeting. 

Isle MPs' expenses 

EXPENSES claims by MPs have 
been published for the first time since 
new independent regulators were 
brought in. 

Thanet’s MPs claimed £14,151.57 
between May 7 and August 31. 

Roger Gale, Thanet North MP, 
requested £8,144.54 to cover bills, 
office equipment, travel costs and 
insurance, including £4,765.28 to¬ 
wards rent on his London home and 
constituency office. Thanet South’s 
Laura Sandys claimed £6,007.03, 
spending £3,285 on staff wages, 
£2,515.63 on a new database manage¬ 
ment system and the rest on petrol. 

Microwave bag blaze 

A BURNING wheat bag in Birch- 
ington has sparked a warning from 
fire-fighters for people to stay warm 
but safe this winter. 

Two fire crews attended a flat in 
Beach Avenue in the early hours of 
Sunday after the wheat bag, a popu¬ 
lar warming device, caught light in a 
woman’s microwave oven. 

The woman was treated for smoke 
inhalation while crews extinguished 
the blaze and cleared the flat of smoke. 


Council accused over election reform 


THANET council has been accused 
by a Ramsgate resident of trying to 
avoid its electoral responsibilities. 

The council is required to consult on 
reforms of the council leadership 
model which could see a directly- 
elected leader take the reins. 

Currently, the council leader and 
deputy are chosen annually by the 
full council and are inevitably drawn 
from the ruling majority. 

The new structure introduces four- 
year leadership terms, and the public 
are given the choice of electing their 
own leader or letting councillors elect 
one of their own. 

However, Michael Childs, owner of 
Michael’s Bookshop in Ramsgate, 
believes the council has already made 
its choice. 

Mr Childs said: “In my opinion, they 
are trying to rig an election. 

“Both parties are united for the first 


time in wanting to avoid the possibil¬ 
ity of a directly-elected leader. 

“The council hasn’t gone through 
any of the proper routes. They haven’t 
even published where you can go to 
be consulted.” 

The Local Government and Public 
Involvement in Health Act 2007 
requires councils to consult residents 
on their preferences and choose the 
new model before December 31. 

Thanet council’s consultation, 
which closes at 5pm on Wednesday, 
December 15, isn’t listed under the 
council’s active consultations, but it is 
posted on the front page of 
www.thanet.gov.uk. 

Thanet council denies the consulta¬ 
tion method has been irregular but 
does admit it was told by 
Government ministers to treat the 
consultation lightly 

Grant Shapps, minister for housing 


and local government, wrote a letter 
in July to all council leaders stating 
that the Government intended to 
reverse the legislation and councils 
were to “pursue this at minimal cost”. 

Mr Shapps said: “You will wish to 
have regard to the circumstances of 
today, including both the priority of 
cutting out all wasteful spending and 
the Government’s commitments to 
allow councils to return to the com¬ 
mittee system, should they wish to, 
and on elected mayors. 

‘We also intend to remove the nec¬ 
essity to elect a leader for four years. 
This may mean that any governance 
model you adopt in May 2011 may be 
further changed within a year or so.” 

Any changes to the system would 
not be adopted until after the annual 
meeting of the council, meaning any 
changes would not come into effect 
until the following elections.

Artist chalks new book 
down to town's graffiti

AN ASPIRING Margate artist has 
published a photographic collec¬ 
tion of chalk graffiti celebrating the 
town’s quirky character. 

Richard Epps has lived in Margate for the 
last seven years, but has only recently decided 
to focus on his work as an artist, embarking on 
a part-time fine art degree at the Kent 
Institute of Art and Design and converting his 
garage into a design office and studio. 

He put together Margate Forever, a collec¬ 
tion of 150 photographs of chalk graffiti taken 
on morning walks between Margate and Palm 
Bay, to showcase his work to local galleries. 

He said: “I’ve found it interesting because 
it’s not what might be considered as normal 
graffiti. 

“Because of the abundance of chalk and the 
wall that runs along that area, people who are 
not naturally drawn to street art decide to 
leave their mark. Things like ‘My neighbours 
are nice’ or ‘Come into the garden Maud’.” 

Among hasty sketches and messages of 
love and hate, Mr Epps thinks he may have 
spotted a piece by one of Britain’s most famous 
graffiti artists. 

He said: “There’s a photograph on the back 
cover of the book and I think it is a Banksy. It 
was on a wall near Jetski World at Palm Bay. 

“Unfortunately, it has been washed off now.” 


Although not all of the graffiti he finds is 
positive, he hopes it’s a fair reflection of 
Margate and its people. 

He said: “Despite some of the negativity 
about Margate, I love living here and I feel 


really positive about the place. I have tried to 
reflect this in the book and the way that I have 
treated the photographs by changing their hue 
and saturation, making them bright and 
colourful.” 



Mr Epps studied fashion before embarking on 
a career in graphic design. He worked as an art 
editor for a textiles magazine until, with the 
birth of his children, he became a full-time dad. 

Two years ago he began converting his 
house and garage into a studio space and since 
then his artwork has appeared in galleries 
around east Kent. 

As a regular lifeboat volunteer he donated a 
piece to the Margate Lifeboat postcard art 
auction in September. 

Although not currently exhibiting locally Mr 
Epps hopes to soon be launching a website for 
his work. 

He said: “I am currently working on land¬ 
scapes of Margate and prints and paintings of 
the graffiti photographs, but at the moment 
it’s all very early stages.”

Honest staff reunite 
man with lost £1,770 


A MAN has been reunited with more 
than £1,700 in cash after losing it in 
a Ramsgate store. 

Brandon Thornley, who had 
withdrawn £1,770 earlier on 
Tuesday, November 30, was amazed 
when police called him the next day 
to say it had been found. 

He said: “The money was the 
deposit and first month’s rent for my 
new house; I thought that was going 
to be it and I wouldn’t be able to 
move in. 

“I was a little bit more than ecstat¬ 
ic to get it back. I’ve never believed in 
the magic of Christmas, but now I’m 
not so sure.” 

Mr Thornley was driving home 
when he realised the envelope was 
missing. 

Dislodged 

He said: “I started freaking out. I 
had slipped and banged my head 
walking to the shop so I was in a bit 
of a daze and the envelope must 
have been dislodged and slipped out 
of my pocket without me realising. 

“I called the police and went back 
to all the shops I’d been in, but none 
of them had seen it.” 

Sandra Chapman, owner of the 
Haberdashery Shop in Ramsgate, 
spotted the brown envelope stuffed 
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with notes lying on the bottom of one 
of the racks by the door while they 
were closing the shop. 

The envelope had lain untouched 
since at least midday when a very 
worried Mr Thornley had come into 
the shop asking if they’d seen it. 

Amanda Rooke, shop assistant, 
said: “We were surprised it had been 
left there with things as they are in 
the economy - we’d sold a lot of 
things from that shelf. 

“Unfortunately, the man had been 
in such a panic when he came in that 
he didn’t leave any contact details so 
we handed it into the police as lost 
property.” 

Ramsgate police have applauded 
the honest actions of the staff. 

Ian Warner, a sergeant at 
Ramsgate police station, said: 
“All too often we hear about people 
doing wrong and we condone their 
actions. 

“It is refreshing and pleasing to be 
able to talk about those who have 
been considerate, acted in kindness 
and done the right thing.

Pupils join call 
for rethink on 
sport funding 


SPORTS leaders have criticised 
the Government for scrapping 
school-sports funding, with thou¬ 
sands of campaigners demanding 
ministers re-think the move. 

A campaign has been launched by the 
Thanet Schools Sports Partnership (SSP) 
and more than 3,700 people have signed a 
petition against the ‘devastating 5 cuts, which 
will be presented to education secretary 
Michael Gove this week. 

The project, which encourages competitive 
opportunities and involvement in non- 
traditional sports such as table-tennis and 
boxing, has become one of the many casual¬ 
ties of the Government’s spending cuts. 

Hollie-Anna Sheppard hopes to travel to 
London to present Downing Street with 
more than a million signatures from around 
the UK. 

Miss Sheppard, a dance student at the 
Marlowe Academy, said: “The SSP has 
enabled me to meet a number of Olympic 
athletes who have really inspired me.” 

Since the SSP was launched in 2005, the 
number of pupils taking PE two hours a 
week increased from 58 per cent to 92 per 
cent; competition inside schools rose from 46 
per cent to 97 per cent; and between schools 
it went from 25 per cent to 64 per cent. 

Paul Ayers, junior sports leader at 
Hartsdown College, said: “The Government 
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wants more young people to get involved 
with sports and then it says it is going to cut 
such a fantastic scheme” 

Mr Gove said the move would give schools 
more freedom to provide competitive sport. 

He also said the Department for Education 
would work closely with the Department for 
Culture, Media and Sport to develop an 
Olympic-style approach to school sport. 

Labour leader Ed Miliband called the move 
to axe SSP funding “daft” during Prime 
Minister’s Questions last week. 

Deputy Prime Minister Nick Clegg and 
health secretary Andrew Lansley have also 
admitted doubt over proposals. 

Laura Sandys, Thanet South MP, said: “I 
have been contacted by several young people 
concerned about the realignment of funds for 
sports and I am making strong representa¬ 
tion to the Secretary of State on their behalf.” 

However, Roger Gale, her Thanet North 
counterpart, said during a debate in the 
House of Commons on Tuesday, November 
30: “The School Sports Partnerships have 
created layers of organisation and bureau¬ 
cracy that, in the present financial circum¬ 
stances, we cannot sustain. 

“What is important is that young people 
continue to participate in active sport and to 
enjoy inter-school festivals.” 


Blue plaque marks home of barrister 


A PLAQUE commemorating the life of Sir 
William Garrow has been unveiled in 
Ramsgate. 

The Ramsgate Society commissioned the 
blue plaque in Pegwell Lodge, the former home 
of the 18th-century barrister who coined the 
phrase ‘innocent until proven guilty’ and ush¬ 
ered in a culture of rigorous cross-examination 
in England’s previously one-sided courtrooms. 

John Hostettler, co-author of a biography of 
Garrow, and Bryan Gibson of the Garrow 
Society and publisher Waterside Press, dedi¬ 
cated the plaque on Monday, November 29. 

Garrow’s life has been serialised by the BBC, 
with the second series of Garrow’s Law run¬ 
ning at 9pm on Sundays.

The area has a thriv¬ 
ing nightlife and we want to provide a 
cheap and easy way of getting home, so 
people won’t be tempted to walk.” 

The service will run on Christmas eve 
and New Year’s eve and costs £2 per jour¬ 
ney. A ‘hail and ride’ service, the bus can 
be flagged down anywhere along its 
route, so long as it is safe to stop.

Christine Holmes is a community business 
enterprise coach in Westwood Cross, helping 
unemployed people set up their own businesses. 

Ms Holmes used to run a business in London 
before becoming a consultant. Moving to 
Thanet as a single mum with a diabetic son, 
she began to set up networking groups and 
offer free consulting, before taking a mentoring 
course and starting work on the South Eastern 
Enterprise Development project 18 months ago. 

Now she offers ongoing free one-to-one coach¬ 
ing and mentoring designed to build the neces¬ 
sary confidence and skills needed to become 
self employed. 

Suggestions 

She said: “I do some sign posting, making sug¬ 
gestions and telling them the basics but main¬ 
ly it’s about letting people talk about how this 
can fit with their lifestyle and goals. 

“People underestimate sole traders; they can 
be highly skilled, hard working and often 
cheaper. One of my clients is a computer techni¬ 
cian who used to work for BT who will come out 
at the drop of a hat and charge peanuts. 
Another is a personal trainer who used to train

paratroopers in the army and he knocks the 
spots of the people at the gym.” 

Talking to Ms Holmes it’s clear she’s passion¬ 
ate about the people she works with and a 
glance through her client list tells you why. A 
craftswoman offering hand-knitted goods, 
cards and bespoke 60s and 70s style designer 
clothing. Papier mache art therapy. A bird con¬ 
trol business using birds of prey; unique compa¬ 
nies driven by motivated individuals. 

Carol Hall was made redundant in August 
last year and now runs the Leather Archer, 
offering medieval style archery products, 
leather bags and goods made to request. 

She said: “Although I tried hard for other jobs 
there were none forthcoming for an over 50 
with a lifetime of work experience.” 

Ms Hall is a keen long bow archer and had 
taken a leather working course in June 2009. 

She said: “On receipt of my redundancy I duly 
signed on at the job centre and was pointed in 
the direction of Christine Holmes. 

“Christine is a superb listener, a brilliant 
motivator and gives the individual she is speak¬ 
ing to a great sense of worth about themselves. 
With Christine’s guidance I was able to obtain an 
over 50s grant for tools and set up costs. With¬ 
out this I could not have started my business. 

“I have to say Christine Holmes is the most

valuable asset to anyone trying, intending or 
with a glimmer of wanting to start a business, 
her practicality and business sense is priceless.” 

The program has had a high success rate, 
helping more than 1,100 people across the 
south east, but funding for the project will fin¬ 
ish at the end of December. 

Roy McAloney used to design campaigns for 
Saatchi and Saatchi and now runs Whirligig, 
an advertising design consultancy in Margate. 

He said: “Like most start ups, people just 
need that extra push to get going and Christine 
gave me that. She’s imbued with business, and 
she passed on some of that to me. 

“I think it”s a disgrace the government are 
withdrawing funding for SEED, but I would 
rather concentrate on praising Christine for all 
her help.” 

Ms Holmes is determined to continue her 
work despite the project ending. 

She said: “I am hoping I will be able to contin¬ 
ue the business; I am seeking funding either 
through myself or another agency.”

I am an artist and designer working most¬ 
ly in the public realm - the space between 
buildings! I trained in ceramics at Farnham 
and the Royal College of Art. 

I work to commission and projects often run 
for several years so I have to run a number of 
projects at any one time - a fair amount of jug¬ 
gling to be done.

Have you always worked on a large scale? 


A I suppose I have - I designed the prome¬ 
nades for Bridlington seafront, which are 
one kilometre long, and the platform patterns 
at Waterloo Underground station. The 
Guildhall Square in Southampton, which has 
just been completed, is the largest project I 
have worked on to date. 

I used to throw pots on the wheel for a living! 
I try to keep in touch with the making process 
and the handmade by working closely with 
factories and manufacturers. I often hang 
around factories getting in the way.

What does your work involve? 


Are you working on any projects on the isle? 

I am one of five artists who have worked 
over the last two years as a creative-artists 
advisory group to help inform work done by 
Jacobs Consultancy commissioned by Kent 
County Council looking primarily at the pub¬ 
lic realm of the waterfront in Margate. 

I am currently working on a major public- 
realm project in Maidstone with architects 
Letts Wheeler. So I have a foot in the door in 
Kent. More opportunities would always be 
welcomed, though!

Is there a running theme throughout your work? 


A Being curious and nosy is the broad theme! 

Each commission is embedded in a unique 
site and wouldn’t work anywhere else. The 
trick is getting the site to give up its secrets, 
which often means spending hours in archives 
or working directly with client groups and 
stakeholders getting them to let you into their 
world.

What brought you to Ramsgate? 


A I spend a good deal of time in my studio 
developing ideas, but I often work more suc¬ 
cessfully as part of a team - with architects, 
engineers, manufacturers. 

I consult a lot with key agencies and engage 
with the general public when researching proj¬ 
ects. I am curious about lots of things, people 
included, and look to the hidden or forgotten 
elements and places for inspiration - Thanet is 
full of inspiration. 

Materials, texture and narrative really interest 
me. The beach is better than the internet for 
trawling up ideas. I am often on the train travel¬ 
ling to various parts of the country to meetings 
with clients and manufacturers, which I really 
like, so the train has become a moving studio also. 


A We came here in March 2006 from 
Kennington, south London, where we lived 
in a tiny housing-association flat. We had 
saved enough money for our first house, but 
London was too expensive. 

We had been coming to visit friends in 
Broadstairs and loved the area - but 
Ramsgate definitely chose us. It was such a 
surprise to live here. What a secret! 

We lived in London for 22 years, but we set¬ 
tled in here immediately. We made a lot of 
friends and have lovely neighbours who 
watch out for us - something we never had 
in London. 

As inspiration and just for pleasure, all the 
usual suspects are here in plenty - the archi¬ 
tecture, social history, the coast. It really 
ticked all my boxes.

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Can you help to reveal 
story of wartime flag?

A UNION Jack hand-stitched from 
parachute silk and dating from the 
Second World War has sparked an 
appeal for news of its original 
owner. 

The flag has historical significance to 
Folkestone, Calais and Canada and was made 
by a French woman in 1944 to welcome the 
liberating troops. 

The woman, who lived in Calais, is under¬ 
stood to have married a British soldier before 
moving to Folkestone, where she ended her 
days in a care home. 

Collector 

The flag hung in her home for many years 
until a local collector acquired it, shortly after 
the woman’s death about 12 years 
ago. 

Now the flag has been bought by 
a shop-owner in The Old High 
Street, Folkestone, and he is ask¬ 
ing for anyone who knew the 
woman to come forward. 

John Bailey, of military-memora¬ 
bilia shop Still In The Trenches, 
said: “It’s very crudely made, part¬ 
ly hand-sewn and partly

machined, as if it’s been done at 
lots of different times. 

“The edging is made of what 
looks like tablecloth. It’s literally 
just patches where they’ve had the 
material that was available.” 

Mr Bailey said people in Calais 
would have known about the 
Canadian advance through 


Normandy and the flag must have 
been created in anticipation of the 
day that liberation came. 

The day the Canadians freed 
Calais - October 1, 1944 - also 
marked the end of the cross- 
Channel shelling of Folkestone. 

“I imagine if this had been found 
by the Germans, the lady could 


have been shot or sent to a prison 
camp for even owning it,” said Mr 
Bailey. 

“It wouldn’t have been flown 
from a flagpole - this would have 
been waved as a banner from a 
pole as the troops came into town. 

‘"You see flags which have been 
attached to military units offered 
in museums, but this is the first 
one I’ve seen which was made by 
civilians for a liberation situation. 

“It would be lovely to see a pic¬ 
ture of the soldiers entering Calais 
with this flag being waved in the 
background. 

“This is a unique item and its 
story really needs to be told and 
displayed somewhere substantial. 

“I could easily just sell it to a col¬ 
lector, but I feel it needs to be in a 
proper museum, rather than being 
sheltered away.” 

Mr Bailey said he would like to 
hear from anyone who knew the 
French woman who owned the 
flag. 

The flag can be seen in the shop 
at 49 The Old High Street, in the 
Creative Quarter.

Mr Biswal said: “To top it all, the exotic 
meats taste amazing - like everything 
else in life you don’t know it until you 
have experienced it.”

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Clever twist between good and 
evil but film fails to be distinctive

SUPERMAN wouldn’t be quite so 
super without scheming Lex 
Luthor, while Batman’s cowl and 
utility belt would gather dust were 
it not for the maniacal Joker. 

Good and evil live side by side, locked in a 
perpetual tug of war. 

Light or dark occasionally triumphs but 
invariably the balance of power shifts between 
them. 

Directed by Tom McGrath, who previously 
made Madagascar and its sequel, Megamind 
is a fast-paced computer animated adventure 
that asks if a villain could become a hero when 
the entire world is pitted against him. 

The role reversal taps into a rich vein of 
humour and screenwriters Alan J Schoolcraft 
and Brent Simons have fun plundering the 
conventions of the genre. 

They pepper the script with pop culture 
references, wry one-liners and visual gags like 
the No You Can’t posters which the 
eponymous villain plasters over the city in a 
sly dig at Barack Obama’s election promises. 

There is also an affectionate nod to Marlon 
Brando’s scenery-chewing portrayal of 
Superman’s father Jor-El. 

However, in a vintage year for dazzling, 
family-friendly animation led by Toy Story 3 
and How To Train Your Dragon, McGrath’s 
film lacks that special something to 
distinguish it from the crowd. 

Megamind (voiced by Will Ferrell) is 
separated from his alien parents as a child 
and crash-lands on Earth, where he grows up 
in the Metro Prison For The Criminally Gifted. 

Surrounded by thieves, murderers and 
degenerates, he discovers his calling. 

“Being bad is the one thing I’m good at!” he 
giggles, sowing the seeds of a lifelong rivaliy 
with dashing hunk Metro Man (Brad Pitt), who 
gets all of the applause and the girls, including 
TV journalist Roxanne Ritchi (Tina Fey). 

Miraculously, one of Megamind’s elaborate 


plans comes to fruition and Metro Man is 
destroyed, allowing the villain and his loyal 
henchman, Minion (David Cross), to take 
charge of Metro City. 

Unthinkably, the villain develops strong 
feelings for Roxanne. 

“The one thing I do know: the bad guy never 
gets the girl,” Minion reminds him. 

“Maybe I don’t want to be the bad guy,” 
shockingly replies Megamind. 

Perhaps Roxanne’s snivelling cameraman 
(Jonah Hill) could provide a novel solution to 
the predicament. 

Megamind is a lively affair and makes good 


use of the 3D technology during the action 
sequences. 

Vocal performances are strong and Ferrell 
tugs the heartstrings as the lead protagonist, 
who is tired of striking fear into everyone he 
meets. 

Tom McGrath’s film appropriates elements 
from Shrek and The Incredibles and produces 
an entertaining hybrid that should have 
parents chuckling with glee. 

However, with the focus on the unlikely 
romance and a noticeable absence of cute 
supporting characters, young audiences may 
be bored out of their not-so-mega minds.

FLASHBACK: Ian Hislop looks at the people who changed 
Victorian Britain in a new BBC history series on Monday nights 


NINETEENTH century history can be 
pretty boring particularly on the domestic 
front. All I can remember is the endless 
arguments that surrounded the repeal of 
the Com Laws and I’ve forgotten what 
they were. 

Despite this, Ian Hislop has chosen the 
leading figures in social change that 
happened during that time as the focus of 
his new series. 

In ‘The Age of the Do-Gooders’ (Monday 
BBC2 9pm) he puts the spotlight on men 
and women who looked at Victorian broken 
Britain and said, “Something must be done” 
and more importantly, “I am going to do it”. 

He has chosen men such as William 
Wilberforce, who successfully campaigned 
to have slavery abolished in the British 
Empire. Although his most famous 
achievement, he was also involved in 
setting up the RSPCA and other moral 
crusades. 

A reformed lad-about-town himself the

programme revealed he had a vision one 
night of a decayed and decadent society. 
Wilberforce vowed to change his ways and 
expected everyone else to do the same. 

In fact satirists like Mr Hislop of the 
time, painted him as a bit of a spoilsport. 

When the country was changing rapidly 
because of the industrial revolution these 
busybodies introduced changes that made 
Britain a modem society with a conscience. 

Another revolutionary the programme 
focused on was Charles Trevelyan who 
battled to reform the civil service. His new 
exams meant people were appointed on 
merit and no longer in politicians’ pockets. 

In the area of social housing Octavia Hill 
became a leading figure. She bought up 
houses to rent to the poor. She was a strict 
landlady demanding homes be kept clean 
and were regularly inspected by her 


followers. She opposed cash hand-outs or 
anything that might create a dependency 
culture but essentially invented the field of 
social work. 

Hislop intersperses the show with chats 
to commentators such as the Archbishop of 
Canterbury Dr Rowan Williams. 

The series opened with him wearing a 
tall top hat making him appear like a cross 
between Bertie Bassett and Penfold from 
Dangermouse. 

Although a worthy examination of his 
subjects’ achievements it could have 
focused more on the character of his idols. 
The Private Eye editor is an interesting 
presenter but the programme was too full 
of him talking to camera. I would have 
liked to have heard more from the Do- 
Gooders themselves. 

However, if you like your history 
presented in a straightforward manner, 
this programme gives these pioneers the 
recognition they deserve.

surprisingly comfortable and good at handling 
the bumps and thumps of roads still scarred 
by the winter of 2009/10. 

Even with the roof folded, the boot is large 
for this class and I can imagine Renault 
sticking batteries in the back for a future 
electric Wind - would anyone bet against ads 
featuring wind turbines? 

The cabin is fairly short of stowage though, 
with minimal door pockets, so the most likely 
buyer must stash her handbag behind one of 
the seats if she is carrying a passenger.

Ian MacMillan asks if the divorce process has improved since his split-up in the 1980s

Arlington House: we 
need more changes 

I attended the presentation on the 
updated plans for Arlington House 
and the proposed Tesco store by 
Freshwater representative PPS. 

Several concessions have been 
made by Freshwater thanks to all 
the efforts made by the residents’ 
association, but there is still 
considerable fine-tuning required. 

Many residents would want 
extended leases and better 
solutions on car-parking and site- 
management. 

One of the biggest concerns raised 
was on the 64 car-parking spaces at 
a cost of £300 per annum. 

The 142 flats would require many 
more spaces and of course were 
previously free and included in 
many occupiers’ leases. 

The residents would also be 
expected to contribute 10 per cent 
of the cost of the scaffolding and 
also fund the cradle for cleaning 
windows which are to be replaced. 

The building is to be stained 
rather than painted and this is 
believed to come with a 25-year 
guarantee. Residents asked for the 
name of the product, is to be 
advised. 

Internal repairs would be charged 
to the residents and all improvements 
to Freshwater as previously agreed. 


Instead of the £17,000 first 
mooted, some residents may be able 
to avail of a financial loan to cover 
costs between £6,000 and £8,000 
payable on sale, death or re-letting. 

I raised the fact that some of the 
damage to the lifts was caused by 
masts being ferried to the top of the 
building and in fairness, residents, 
who do not financially gain by the 
use of the roof, should not be 
expected to bear all of the costs. 

Thanet council officers advise me 
that, despite being the freeholder, 
the authority is actually able to 
hear the application, which is likely 
to be received around Friday, 
December 10. 

I have asked for a meeting of all 
interested parties once the 
application is received so that 
everyone can properly formulate 
their responses to the planning 
committee.

High-speed vanity 
project's false dawn 

It was launched with a fanfare of 
trumpets and it promised the dawn 
of a new age of rail travel in the 
South East. 

Its roots go all the way back to 
the Channel Tunnel Bill and the 
promise that even those of us who 
live in east Kent, behind the 
‘Tunnel door’ would enjoy the 
benefits of the rail link on domestic 
services. What a let-down! 

A year on, the much-vaunted 
High Speed 1 may contribute to the 
domestic bliss of commuters from 
Ashford to St Pancras who take 


what the railway company likes to 
call the ‘Happy Train’ to and from 
work having enjoyed an extra 20 
minutes in bed in the morning, but 
it does little for anyone else. 

In spite of risible claims that “a 
majority of commuters now use 
the high-speed service”, the reality 
is that anyone travelling from east 
Kent and the Medway towns is 
now paying a great deal more to be 
taken to a station they do not want 
to arrive at for the privilege of 
then making a 20-minute 
Underground journey back to the 
place they really wanted to get to. 

Door-to-door journey times (the 
times that ministers, the 
Independent Parliamentary 
Standards Authority and the 
train-operating company do not 
understand are what matters) are 
longer and the fares higher. 

What Southeastern 
euphemistically describes as the 
“classic” services that still run, 
occasionally, into Victoria, 
Blackfriars and Cannon Street 
now travel at snail’s pace, stop at 
stations most of us never realised 
had escaped the Beeching axe and 
are overcrowded. 

Meanwhile, the high-speed trains 
have been shortened in recognition 
of the lack of public support for 
what, with hindsight, has become 
an unfinished vanity monument to 
the last government and many of 
the coaches that the benighted 
taxpayers of Kent are being 
compelled to fork out for lie idle 
and mothballed in goods yards in 
Faversham and elsewhere. 

No doubt to be spirited away to 
another grand project in due 
course. 

I really would like to applaud 


High Speed 1 but suspect I shall be 
pushing up daisies before any real 
benefits accrue to those whose 
interests I try to represent. 

There are, for instance, as 
Network Rail told me very 
recently, no plans in the pipeline to 
extend the Javelin service from 
Ashford through to a Thanet 
parkway station or even 
Ramsgate. 

No plans to sort out the missing 
miles of new track, alter bridges, 
remove level crossings and deliver 
the 60-minute service from 
Ramsgate to London that was 
actually achievable a quarter of a 
century ago using old trains, old 
stock and existing signals and 
track. 

So much of our hard-earned 
boodle has been ploughed into HS1 
that there is nothing left over to 
swiftly upgrade the signals and 
the points that might, then, at 
least deliver a swifter service on 
the Kent Coast line. 

And now, in order to, as 
Southeastern’s media apologist so 
elegantly puts it, “pay for 
investment”, we are facing, 
following three years of above- 
average fare increases, a further 
rise not of the ministerial RPI 3 
three per cent, but of 12.8 per cent 
on tracks that carry passengers to 
and from one of the areas of 
highest social deprivation in the 
country. 

And while those travelling faster 
and at less cost to other more 
affluent areas of the South East, 
Kent’s rail passengers can only 
wonder at the stupidity of a 
system that denies access to a 
port, a potentially viable regional 
airport and, of course, to 
businesses that might wish to 
invest in east Kent if only they 
could travel there by rail at 
speeds in excess of 35mph. 

A year on, then, my view is that 
HS1 has been brought about at 
inordinate cost and waste, to the 
benefit of a very few and to the 
detriment of the many who are 
paying for it but who wish to use 
other services. 

Dick Turpin would have been 
amazed, I think, at the gall of 
those who, at least for the 
moment, are being allowed to run 
our railway. 

No point in holding up the 
passengers at pistol-point, Dick. 
Their pockets have already been 
emptied by other highwaymen.

World Cup tourism 
bonanza not to be 

KENT has missed out on a potential 
tourism bonanza after England’s failed 
bid to host the 2018 World Cup. 

Despite an impressive final push includ¬ 
ing speeches by David Cameron, Prince 
William and David Beckham, football’s 
world governing body Fifa decided it was 
Russia’s turn to host the tournament. 

And now Visit Kent - responsible for 
promoting the county to tourists - has 
been left to wonder what might have been. 

“Our proximity to London would have 
given us a great opportunity to reap the 
benefits of an English World Cup, and 
that’s why Fifa’s decision is such a shame,” 
said chief executive Sandra Matthews- 
Marsh. 

‘Visit Britain had already drawn up an 
action plan. And even if Holland and 
Belgium had won we could have used it to 
attract visitors to Kent. But there’s no way 
with Russia - it’s just too far away.” 

Sports minister Hugh Robertson, the MP 
for Faversham and Mid Kent, said he did 
not understand how England had lost the 
bid. Mr Robertson attended the announce¬ 
ment ceremony in Zurich, Switzerland, on 
Thursday last week and said the 
bid team had done everything 
in its power to secure the m { 
hosting rights. 

He said: “The only possible 
explanation is the one given 
by [Fifa president] Sepp^tJ 
Blatter, which was wanting to 
take football to new frontiers. . H I

'SHAME': Kent tourism will now miss L' A 
out on any benefits from World Cup 


CIVILrRIGHTS campaigners say Kent 
councils are “obsessed” with CCTV 
after spending a total of £16.3 million on 
the technology in just three years. 

Pressure group Big Brother Watch has criti¬ 
cised the county’s 15 district authorities, includ¬ 
ing the London boroughs of Bexley and 
Bromley, claiming the cash would be better 
spent protecting vital public services. 

The total figure for Kent represents 5.1 per 
cent of the £314.8 million spent by 336 councils 
throughout the UK on the installation and 
operation of CCTV. 

Big Brother Watch campaign director Daniel 
Hamilton said: “I think £16.3m is a particular¬ 
ly large amount in light of the massive spend¬ 
ing cuts we are experiencing. Councils are cut¬ 
ting services left, right and centre, so to spend 
that much on CCTV is really excessive. 

“The rise of CCTV cameras is a uniquely 
British obsession led by councils, and councils 
in Kent are very much part of that obsession.” 

According to figures released under the 
Freedom of Information Act, Bromley council 
has spent the most on CCTV since 2007, at 
£1.6m. Outside of London, the highest-spending 
authority is Canterbury at £1.45m, closely fol¬ 
lowed by Thanet (£1.4m) and Medway (£1.2m). 

Gravesham has spent the least, at £577,940. 

“We have no problem with the effective use of 
CCTV cameras for the right kind of purposes,” 
said Mr Hamilton. “In Kent we would actively

support it at the ports of Dover and Folkestone 
because they are very important from a nation¬ 
al security point of view. People would rather see 
more police on the streets, but instead they are 
being caught on camera an average of 300 times 
a day, which is a massive invasion of privacy.” 

The council that spent the most in the UK at 
£10.5m was Birmingham, which came under 
fire last June for using more than 200 cameras 
in two Muslim areas of the city. 

The Big Brother report - entitled The Price Is 
Wrong - reveals there is about one council- 
owned CCTV camera for every 1,000 people in 
the country. 

It also points out that the Shetland Islands - 
with a population of just 22,000 - is home to 
more cameras than the entire San Francisco 
Police Department, which serves more than 1.2 
million homes. 

A Canterbury council spokesman criticised 
the Big Brother report as a “very shallow” com¬ 
parison, adding that CCTV cameras provide 
year-round policing of town centres, help deal 
with alcohol-fuelled violence and identify peo¬ 
ple in need of help. 

The spokesman added there had also been no 
effort to analyse the cost of the technology in 
terms of value for money. 

Last May, Archant KOS Media revealed how 
hundreds of covert operations had been carried 
out on unsuspecting members of the public by 


Kent councils using anti-terrorism laws. They 
authorised more than 430 actions under the 
Regulation of Investigatory Powers Act in two 
years, but just 28 prosecutions were secured for 
offences including flytipping, graffiti and under¬ 
age alcohol sales.

Market is still under 
pressure as sales fall 

HM REVENUE & Customs has 
revealed a slump in the number of 
homes sold in October in the UK. 

According to its figures, 79,000 homes 
valued at least £40,000 or more were 
sold in the month, a fall of 11 per cent on 
an annual basis. 

However, the figure was 1,000 higher 
than that for September. 

The ongoing lack of mortgage avail¬ 
ability and economic uncertainty contin¬ 
ues to put pressure on the housing mar¬ 
ket, say analysts. 

Recently the British Bankers’ 
Association revealed a further fall in the 
number of new mortgages approved by 
the major banks in October. 

According to the BBA, the number of 
new mortgages approved in the month fell 
to 30,766, down from 31,058 in September 
- representing the lowest level since 
March 2009 - when the country was in 
the midst of its worst recession in decades. 

The figures have confounded analysts’ 
expectations of a rise to 31,300 and con¬ 
tinue to suggest that the mortgage mar¬ 
ket will remain subdued over the coming 
months. 

The Council of Mortgage Lenders and 
the Bank of England have both reported 
falls in mortgage lending over recent 
months. 

Lack of rentals homes 
will lead to price hikes 

THE average price of renting a home in 
Britain is “definitely” set to increase in 
the short term and could continually rise 
over the next two years, the property 
website LettingZone has said. 

Mark Gamer, founder and director of 
the group, says that many tenants are 
choosing to stay in their existing homes 
in a bid to save money. As a result, fewer 
properties are coming on to the market. 

“Rents are definitely on the way up 
purely because of the lack of supply,” he 
said. 

“There are no new properties coming 
on the market, so supply and demand 
[means] rent prices will go up. They 
won’t race away, but they will go up a few 
per cent definitely.” 

Mr Garner’s comments follow a 
Rightmove report, which found that 41.7 
per cent of British tenants expect rental 
prices to rise in the coming year. 

He went on to say that changes to local 
housing allowance in 2011 could result 
in further rental price increases, due to 
the intensifying “pressure” placed on the 
private rented sector.

But his other festive career began when wife 
Daphne volunteered him many years ago to do 
a local Father Christmas gig for the play¬ 
school in Woodchurch. 

Ever since, Geoff has done hundreds of 
Father Christmas bookings and is one of the 
UK’s top Father Christmases. 

He has been the man in the red suit at Jose 
Carreras’s birthday party, the official Santa for 
the Comet Christmas TV campaign - including 
having his lifesize cut-out appear in all their 
stores.

Wootford trains for shot at Southern Area title 


RAMSGATE boxer Scott Woolford will fight 
for the Southern Area title in January after 
being offered a bout against Newmarket’s 
Pat McAleese. 

Woolford has lost three of his last four 
fights, although he secured a points victory 
over Ryan Clark on his last outing in October. 

The 27-year-old, fighting at light-mid¬ 
dleweight, turned down several other offers 
over the past month having just become a 
father, but said his preparations had now 
started in earnest for the McAleese contest. 

He said: “It’s a weight above what I nor¬ 
mally box at, but I did the same in my last 



fight and I know I’ve got a great opportunity 
to win the Southern Area title which I lost 
out on two years ago. 

“Pat’s a good amateur, he’s come through 
the amateur ranks and I know a good bit 
about him. He’s strong, he’ll come forward 
and be aggressive so I’m working on a game 
plan and I started my seven-week training 
on Monday.” 

Meanwhile, Woolford’s older brother, 
Vinny, suffered another defeat on the road as 


he travelled to Torquay on Saturday only to 
end up on the wrong end of a points decision. 

The light-welterweight, 29, made the long 
trek to Devon, but after a sluggish start 
against undefeated Ben Wakeham, he was 
never able to recover in the closing rounds. 

Scott Woolford, who watched his brother at 
ringside, said: “It’s always hard when you go 
and fight someone on their home ground, 
but there were no excuses, he just didn’t get 
going in the first three rounds. 

“Our view was that he had to knock him 
out because he just couldn’t get out of second 
gear.” 



Carlier targeting 
Don's weaknesses 

THANET Wanderers head coach Tom 
Carlier believes his side have the tools to 
dismantle Wimbledon and win on the 
road for the first time this season. 

Having seen their home game against 
basement club Tunbridge Wells snowed 
off on Saturday, Wanderers are now 
faced with another crucial game this 
weekend against a Wimbledon side 
struggling for form near the foot of 
London 1 South. 

“It’s an interesting one,” Carlier said. 
“They’ll be right up for it, but so will we 
and we’ve got some games coming up to 
really look forward to. We’ve played 
them before and they’re a very well- 
organised, balanced side who play 
attractive rugby, but they have got 
weaknesses. We know what they are and 
we’ll tailor our game plan to that, to 
attack them where they’re susceptible.” 

Substantial 

The decision to postpone Saturday’s 
game against the Wells was taken on 
Thursday night, with the visitors facing 
travel difficulties and substantial losses 
if the call had been made any later. 

Carlier’s squad trained on the St 
Peter’s pitch on Saturday and the rest 
week will have helped some of his squad 
members edge closer to fitness, but he 
was ultimately frustrated to see the 
game called off. 

He said: “It is disappointing because 
although we’ve got players out injured, 
we do have reasonable strength in depth 
and of our first-choice team, we were 
probably only missing three players. 

‘We would have been capable of carry¬ 
ing it off and it would have been good 
experience for the younger players 
against a weaker side, particularly with 
tougher games coming up. 

“However, you’ve got to make the call, 
especially when these guys have to trav¬ 
el for two or three hours. Then there’s 
the financial implications, when you’re 
paying £500 for a coach and then cancel 
the day before, you lose your money.”

RAMSGATE reaped the ultimate 
reward for beating the wintry 
conditions as Simon Pettit’s hat- 
trick sent them to a morale-boost¬ 
ing win over Eastbourne Town. 

While every other Kent club was left without 
a game on Saturday, the Rams’ ground staff 
and supporters ensured the Southwood pitch 
was playable and the home players took full 
advantage.

MARGATE’S unexpected 
mid-season break has come 
at exactly the wrong time for 
manager Iain O’Connell, who 
remains haunted by his side’s 
recent defensive mishaps. 

The Blues’ scheduled trip to 
Carshalton Athletic was one of many 
games to fall foul of the snow and ice 
on Saturday, but Margate now face 
another free weekend while some of 
their Ryman Premier rivals play in the 
FA Trophy. 

Knocked out by AFC Hornchurch in 
the second qualifying round, Margate 
are focusing solely on their league 
campaign, but by the time they 
host Hendon on December 18, three 
weeks will have elapsed since their last 
outing.

“People were saying we must be 
pleased to get the equaliser, but it real¬ 
ly seemed like we lost the game.

O’Connell’s frustrations have been 
exacerbated by the snowy conditions, 
with travel the biggest obstacle for the 
Margate boss, who lives in Southend, 
and his players based across Kent and 
further afield. 

He said: “We’ve not been able to do 
anything and the real problem is just 
getting everyone together safely 
because I don’t want to put my players 
in unnecessary danger. 

‘We’ve got a lot in Maidstone, some 
in Dartford a couple in London and 
they’ve all had snow.” 

He added: “I thought we’d be higher 
in the league by this point. There’s 
some results where we should have got 
points and there’s not been any games 
where we’ve got lucky wins. 

“I’d have liked us to be higher at this 
point, but we are where we are.” 

When the Gate do finally take to the 
field again they will be without their 
most in-form player as striker James 
Pinnock serves a one-game suspension 
for collecting five yellow cards.

BUSINESS is booming in the Thanet 
Sunday Football League despite the tempo¬ 
rary hiccup caused by a week of widespread 
snow and ice across the region.
